The commander reported 
that on September II three American 
seamen mutinied and Capt. Peattie and 
his second otlicer were shot, the latter 
fatally, after an encounter with the mu- 
tineers, who left the ship on a raft in 
mid-ocean.

The captain searched for the 
raft the next day. but it was not sight- 
ed, and he surmised that it went to 
pieces. 



DR. CUTLER DEAD. 

Introduced Surplieed Choirs in United 
/ States. 

Swampscott, Mass., Dec. 5.— Dr. 
Henry S. Cutler, composer and musical 
conductor, credited with introducing 
vested male choirs in this country, died 
here today nt his summer home. Dr. 
Cutler was formerly organist and choir- 
muster of Trinity Episcopal church in 
New York city. When King Edward 
'VII., then Prince of Wales, visited this 
country in 1SO0, Dr. Cutler conceived 
tho advisibility of having a vested choir 
in Trinity similar to those in the Eng- 
lish churches, because the Prince of 
Wales had decided to attend the service 
there. The idea was. at once taken up 
in tnis country, and became general. Dr.

STRIKE COMMISSION. 

More Witnesses Called for the Miner?. 

Scranton, Pa., Dec. 5.— The lawyers 
of the mine workers continued to cinl 
witnesses today before the strike com- 
mission to testify to the alleged black- 
listing methods pursued by several coal 
companies, in refusing to re-employ 
strikers who took a more or less prom- 
inent part in the affairs of the Mine 
Workers' Union during the recent trou- 
ble All of them said they had been 
employed before tho strike, but were re- 
fused their old places after the strike 
wns ended. Iu most cases, according to 
the testimony, no satisfactory reason 
•was given why they were not taken 
back Two blind men, who were also 
otherwise badly injured by underground 
explosions, were presented as a living 
evidence of tho dangers of the mines. 
When the commission adjourned for tho 
day Rev. .T. Currnnn, the Roman 
Catholic clergyman of Wllkesbarre, who 
took a prominent i>nrt in tho miners' 
cause during the recent etnke, was on 
tho witness stand. Only one session wio 
be held tomorrow, adjournment to ,be 
taken at 1 o'clock. Nothing could <■ 
learned bore today with re'fereueo to the 
reports of efforts at a settlement otr 
side the commission. 



CATTLE EMBARGO. 

Not Having Much Effect on Price in 
England. 

Loudon. Dec. .".-The iBoard of Agr- 
iculture has signified its willingness to 
remove the barrier on cattle from New 
England whenever the United States 
Department of Agriculture considers the 
outbreak is suppressed. The board is- 
sued tonight an order enabling the bind- 
ing of cattle under certain restrictions, 
from the steamer Irishman, which has 
arrived at Liverpool from Boston. The 
steamers Kansas and Victoria, due to- 
day at ILiverponl from: iBostou, and the 
steamer Cambrian, due at London from 
iBoslon. are also subject to the mime 
restrictions. 

.Mjeantiim.s the importers here say 
that the (Uiarantine has little effect on 
the American moat supply, since the 
bulk comes from the West, and it is 
merely a question of shipping the cattle 
bv wav of New York instead of Bos- 
ton Regarding the general question of 
opening English ports to Canadian and 
\rgentine live cattle, there is not the 
slightest likelihood of the admittance oi 
Argentine cattle until the Hoard of 
\sricultnve is satisfied that the foot 
and mouth disease lias been not only 
stamped out in the Argentine Republic, 
but, until the latter established an ef- 
fectual quarantine against the surrounil- 
in" infected territory, of which there is 

; nmediute prospect. On the other 
band, the importers say that the open, 
ing of British ports to Canadian livo 
cattle, is not only improbable, but u 
done, would not favorably affect the 
English meat supply, because it is cheap- 
er to ship Canadian range cnttle dressed 
to England than to import thorn as live 
stock to be fattened for the market.

New York, Dec. S. — A heavy wind, 
storm, accompanied by rain and later 
by snow, struck New York today, and 
for u tune, seriously interfered with 
ad railway and steamship trallic, as 
well as with business m general surface 
car lines, elevated roads and a J ferry 
bouts were compelled to abandon their 
schedules and run as best they could. 
Part of the Third avenue elevated line 
wns tied up completely, and the Sixth 
and Ninth avenue trains were badiy m- 
lnyed. Tiie tie up was nu severe 'that 
even tho Stock Exchange began the day 
with an extremely small attendance. 
Towards noon the snow ceased to lall, 
but the wind continued high, and it be- 
came much colder. The maximum ve- 
locity of the wind was 4d miles an 
hour. Telegraphic service was much 
hampered by the storm. Both the 
(Western Union ami postal companies 
reported that their systems had been 
badly shaken up. The worst conditions 
for tlie telegraph companies were in 
New Kngland and the Hudson Valley, 
although that in the South was also 
so'iuownnt delayed. Despatches from up 
tne state showed that the storm was 
severe in the country districts, and that 
Hie snowfall in tile interior was 111 licit 
heavier than in this city. 

Th'.' gale blowing across the .Jersey 
meadows today tore down .1 1 telegrnpn 
poles West of the West Hackensnck 
bridge, on the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western railroad. The fast mail 
from the West was caught in the 
mesh of wires and the windows on ono 
side were broken, the Hying glass cut- 
iug one. of the women passengers. The 
trail) : was blocked three hours. 

Today a blockade occurred in Brook- 
lyn bridge, and it was completely closed 
to trallic. Nobody was allowed to use 
the foot bridge or to go upstairs to the 
elevated trains. The Newhaveu steam- 
ers came in two hours late, and the olll- 
cers reported that tho storm is very 
heavy up the Sound. A stiff Easterly 
gale was blowing down the bay today 
and a dangerous sea running. Trallic 
on the North river was delayed by tho 
storm. 

Philadelphia, Dee. 5.— A snow and 
wind storm, amounting almost to a bliz- 
zard, prevails throughout Pennsylvania 
today. Railroad service in all directions 
is badly crippled, and telegraph and tele- 
phone wires are prostrated. Throughout 
the anthracite coal regions the fall of 
snow is reported lis very high. !t is 
drifting badly, causing the shutting 
down of many collieries. 

Baker City, Ore., 'Dec. 5.— An im- 
mense snowslide is reported to have oc- 
curred at Cornucopia last night. Two 
miners wore killed and much damage 
wns done. 

, Yonkers, N. Y., Dec 5.— During the 
storm today several barges that were- 
being towed up the river broke adrift, 
and one of them sank.

Modern surgery employs downs of dif- 
ferent kinds of thread for sewing up cuts 
and wounds. Among them are kangaroo 
tendons, Imrsehnir, silk, and very line 
silver wire. Many of these threads are 
intended to hold for a certain number of 
days, and then naturally break away. 

The short, tough tendons taken from 
the kangaroo, which are used for sewing 
severe wounds, will hold for about four 
weeks before they break away. Silk 
thread will bold for much longer, some- 
times six months, while the fine silver 
win- is practically indestructible. 

With the entire outfit a surgeon is able 
to select u thread that will hist ns long 
as the wound fakes to henl, and will then 
disappear completely. To accommodate 
this assortment of threads special varie- 
ties of needles nre required. 

Besides the needle craned in different 
segments of a circle, surgeons use need- 
les shaped like spears, javelins and bayo- 
net points. Some are as long as b idkins 
with a point I'ke a miniature knife b'udc.

College Graduate, Actor, Author ;t 11 1 
Orntor Combined. 

Like William Gillette and .lames 
Heme, hid win Milt-on Royle is an tu- 
thor-aetor, and for the past half dozen 
years has been bis own manager .air- 
ing starring tours. His iirst 'play, 
"Friends," made his reputation and his 
fortune, and this successful comedy- 
drama will be seen on Monday evening 
at tlie Victoria theatre.

According to mail advices received 
from Dawson, horses are being killed 
on Duncan creek, in tlie upper Stewart 
country, because of the shortage of feed. 
The failure to get late shipments of 
freight into the camp this fall has put 
the camp in a serious strain in some 
respects. 'Mining would have progressed 
much faster this winter and far greater 
developments have been made had it 
not been for neglect in shipping sulll- 
cicnt supplies from Dawson during the 
open season. This is the news of the 
situation 011 Duncan, given by George 
Gordon, keeper of the new trading post 
and proprietor of tlie new townsltc at 
Duncan landing. Mr. Gordon arrived 
from Duncan landing last night, after 
traveling live and a half days over tho 
ice and snow with dog team, lie says: 

"It lias been found hay and grain are 
so short in the Duncan camp the animals 
tin re cannot he maintained. Three 
horses were killed tn save them from 
starvation before I left. Two more hor- 
ses remained in the camp. Due of them 
will have to he killed. It is claimed 
there is feed enough to keep the other. 

"Two of the horses hud been taken 
into the camp by Contill & Laterneau 
tu draw the buckets up the 1.15-foot shaft 
nt the company's mine. Now that there

Sixteen bonded warehouses are main- 
tained in Dawson. They are stocked 
with millions of dollars' worth of goods 
subject to inland revenue and foreign

The bonded warehouses in Dawson are 
all locked by the customs authorities.

In this way 
exact record i« kept of the disposal of 
bonded goods.

Our party had gone into camp for th« once more took the trail. "We worked 

up the east bank of the middle fork a 
tew miles towards the main trail, over 
another summit— but that was all. Here 
wo eanie to a torrent, boiling its tribu- 
tary waters into tho river, frenzied with 
vast masses of melted tuow during tho 
last week. Camus Creek, in its abnor- 
mal state could not be bridged, nor ford- 
ed, nor swum. Aa for the river it could 
be crossed only by the Loon Creek 
bridge, on the main trail for which we 
were heading. 

We wont into enmji, threshed out the 
lMjsitiou and decided there was one thing 
only to bo done. At -1 o'cloc k the next 
morning we began to do it. On the 18th 
of May we arrived hack at Forney, back 
over the summit on the middle fork, 
back over the summits of the Yellow 
Jacket, back after packing to no purpose 
a ton and a half of stuff and half a ton 
of man for SO miles of mountains. 

With the two days' rest the horses 
had been quite ready for Woodlick sum- 
mit the next day, and climbed that irk- 
some pass so well that we had gone into 
camp that, night only a mile or two from 
J.oon Creek bridge. Then acioss our old 
friend the middle fork, and so ou ami 
on, over White's Pass, down the danger- 
ous Canon Creek trail, until at last we 
made camp at Marble Creek, up which 
lo miles lay Thunder Mountain. 

A change had come over our nightly 
camps since leaving Forney thi- last 
time. There wen- lung fad's and less 
talk. And the reason was siiltlei -u*. 
Not a day passed without our meeting 
anywhere from six to fifteen nutrits 
coming away from Thunder Mountain 
as hard as they could drive. When we 
had met the tirst few we thought they 
were merely some weak hearts turning 
back from a kit nil trip. Hut now, in 
spite of ourselves, wo were compelled to 
wonder whether we were not meeting 
the ruins of the Thunder 'Mountain 
hi otii.

night; The camptire showed six men 
sprawled about it, in wide hats and high 
fliooUs, eating a supper of venison, coffee, 
and frying-pan bread. Beyond the im- 
mediate circle the light dickered confus- 
edly over a hodge-podge of riding sad- 
dles, puck saddles, aparejos, boxes, rilles, 
casks, holsters and revolvers, ropes, 
sacks, and alforjas.

.stream, while a hundred yards away in 
ail directions rose the mountains. " So 
Shigh and so direct tlid they rise, these 
lldaho mountains, tllat they formed a

On that night of May ::, 1002, wu

trict of Thunder Mountain in Idaho, had 
lli ecu written up and discussed, and 
Iboomed, and exaggerated until the min- 
ing country from I.Mexico to British Co- 
luuibia was agog over it. 

'When there is slick, a large shifting 
[population as exists in the mining coun- 
try there are always many men who are 
delighted when news of another boom 
reac hes them. IMeu who have !in a cap- 
ital, pt-.>spectors, gamblers, miners, ad- 
venturer* of all species, d.ssat i-m-il em- 
ployees of various kind-, all join in the 
(stampede. 

Our party was fairly tvpical. There 
was Arizona .Mm. who had prospected 
and mined in IVru. Mexico, Alaska and 
British Columbia, as well a- in everv 
one of th,. Western Stat,.-. There was 
Old Bill, who had been sheriff in a 
•tough" Now (Mexico camp, a faro deal 
er in Cripple Creek, a dance-hall pro- 
prietor in Dawson, ami what not besides 
Jim and Hill had put in theii last dnJuir 
into their outiits, and were going in as 
prospectors to stake out claims. 

Two others of the party were taking 
in a saloon. They had a large tent, 
glasses and bar necessaries, cards, poker 
chips and plenty of whiskey. Their 
[money for the venture they .call raised on 
pnuniiiory notes.

much the same ditlieulties as this route 
of ours. Th,- mountain lies lit Ml miles 
from a railroad in any direction, beyond 
mortmains in tier after tier, whether ap- 
proached by the trails from the south, 
'by way of Roise City or Ketch um, from 
tke north by way of Spokane and Lew- 
iston, from the west by way of Council, 
or from the east by way 'if ICed Rock. 
The gold seekers of la-t spring had the' 
choice of about a dozen trail-, all equal- 
ly formidable. 

. Our trip for more than 100 miles had 
been eomparit ively easy. From He I 
lHoc-k, iMout., on tlie Oregon Short Line, 
wo had ridden 71' miles to Salmon City, 
Idaho, over a wagon road crossing the 
main range of the Hnckies. From Sal- 
mon, always traveling west, another 
.wagon road had taken us -111 miles to 
•.Forney, the last po$t-otlice. This road 
had given us u foretaste of the ipility of 
the Idaho mountains by lending us over 
It lie l.oos'btirg summit, an unbroken as- 
cent of 10 miles. 

With .lint helping here and Hill coach- 
ing there, packing was done at an aver- 
age sjieed of live minutes a horse. Ito- 
jvolvers were strapped on, saddle girths 

tightened, and then 

. "Il-e-y, bltilch! Hike there! (let in 
the trail! Hit tin' trail there, now! 
Il-e-y, bllltch! Il-e-y. (dutch!' Ami 
the horses were back at their work of 
climbing. 

It was a sheer ascent, directly in the 
face of a 7,000-foot mountain. The 
snow begun a short distance up and grew 
deeper as we went oil. We bad to go 
very slowly, letting the horses "blow" 
every few minutes. 

Half way up the snow was live feet 
deep beside the trail and three feet deep 
in it. Tke sun grew hotter, the footing 
softer, while the Imrses plunged and' 
stumbled, steamed anil puffed. The sad- 
dle horses alone had an easy time, every- 
body liming dismounted. 
Another ball-hour and we came to the 

sect ' a recent sliowslnle. It had 

cleared the 1 intain side of everything 

slanding in its path, and a lane ,"0 
yards wide, strewn with tree trunks, 
marked its course. The trail led direct- 
ly across it and was much cut up. 

The tirst horses got over well - enough, 
but each mail" it worse for the oni s fol- 
lowing, 'the last pack horse was an 

animal known as "th dd gruv man." 

She had been floundering a greiit deal 
and was :g badly tired horse. When it 
came to her turn the trail had been 
worn to almost nothing, mi that the var- 
iation of an inch was fatal. The old 
gray mare, unluckily, varied this inch 
at the most critical place, and down she 
shot along the track of the snowsllde. 
Over and over she rolled, and would 
probably have reached our creek of the 
night before had chance not headed her 
for tin' one snowbank in sight. This 
Mopped her. We went down, found lor 
sliaki n up but unhurt, nnpacke 1 her. 
carried the picks up to tlw> trail, guided 
her up to it, repacked her. working in 
-snow up to til.' armpits beside the tra 1.

■We arc told that, when the British. 
Archaeological association visited West- 
minster Abbey the other day, after trac- 
ing the ruined glories of the Confessor's 
jomb, the members congratulated ono 
anotlier than the body of the saint at 
least was still "undisturbed." Probably 
those learned gentlemen used a more 
exact expression. The body is there, 
indeed; but to say that it has been "un- 
disturbed'' would be curiously inaccur- 
ate. Due may assert with confidence, 
that no remains of mortal man have, 
been so often dug up, scrutinized, and 
shifted. The story of the burial, pie- 
t tired in the Bayous tapestry, is singu- 
lar. Thirty-seven years afterwards 
•Henry I. was seized with devout cur . 
iosity" to ascertain the state of the 
corpse, and ho ordered Bishop GundulC 
to examine it, in company with the 
.Abbot of Westjulnster. 

Accordingly they opened the. tonibj 
"A sweet savor" proceeded from it, of 
eouise, and the flesh was "rosy." Bishop 
lOuudulf wished to pluck a siugl U- hair 
from the long snowy beard, but his ef- 
forts tailed. Henry II. built a new 
slirlne, and the body was overhauled 
Ugaiu during the process of transfer; it 
pioved to be still sound, perhaps as 
"rosy" us eve:-.

A SQUATTER'S TITIJE. 

Toronto Has No Heed of Old Court 
House Land. 

From Toronto Star. 

The order of the York county countil 
to Mr. C. C. Robinson to search tho 
title of the old court house previous to 
making a conveyance to the gns com- 
pany hart brought to light the interesting 
fact that the county has no paper title 
to the" property. 

Mr. Robinson, in a long search 
through musty records, found that the 
crown granted the block between King 
and Adelaide and Church and Toronto 
streets to three men as trustees of the 
County of l'ork. The grant gives the 
land so bounded, and known as the jail 
and courthouse block, in fee simple to 
grant I'owell, Alexander iMacdonnell 
and Darcy Boulton, to be held in trust 
for the county. These three men made 
the land over to three others, giving 
them as absolute a title as they hud 
themselves, and there records end. Tho 
original grant from the crown was 
made in l!Sl!>, so that the county lias 
been in undisputed possession for some 
80 years, and can now hold it against 
all comers, as ten years' undisputed pos- 
session gives a title against an ordinary 
individual, hut to make a good paper 
title it would he necessary to find the 
heirs or executors of all the three last 
parties who heid the laud and get them 
to convey it to the county. The time 
Ibis might take and the expense it would 
involve puts such a line of action out id' 
the question. The county will have to 
hold and sell their property on a squat- 
ter's title. I aM ia( 
"No one knows haw the city came by 
the old police court, cither," said Mi\ 
Itobiusol). "They have no deed to il.
